Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 to 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 , is replete with antecedent basis errors. For instance, "the position", "the 
syndrome", "the column" to name a few, creates unclear claim limitations. 
Independent claims 2 and 6 have a similar problem thus; they are also rejected under 



112 second paragraph. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 to 15 would be allowable once the 1 12 second paragraph rejection is 
overcome. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record teaches various methods of decoding algebraic- geometric (AG) codes 
by computing the syndrome matrix; however, the prior art made of record taken alone or 
in combination fails to teach or fairly suggest or render obvious the novel element of the 
instant invention. Specifically, the prior art made of record fails to teach or fairly suggest 
or render obvious the limitation of the "matrix construction steps numbered by u,... 
where appropriate, permutations on the columns of the matrix Su-1 the linear 
manipulations involving the line of index u of the matrix...." Therefore, the independent 
claims recites the limitations not found in the prior art made of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." \

geometric codes, ACM) teaches decoding AG codes by applying a the method of 
displacement. 

Shokrolliahi et al. (Decoding algebraic-geometric codes beyond the error 
correction bound, ACM) teaches a method for decoding AG codes employing a 
polynomial-time algorithm. 

Pellikaan, Rund (On the efficient decoding of Algebraic-geometric codes, 
Google) teaches decoding AG codes through linear algebra.
